Sanitary Reform. 


E d ito r H e r a ld :—The recent action 
of our City Council in dispensing with 
the services of a Health Officer, fails 
to commend itself to the approval of 
our citizens generally, as cither sound 
in principle or safe in policy; und a 
word of earnest remonstrance is, ac­ 
cordingly, hereby respectfully’ address­ 
ed to our City Fathers. 
In common with your cotemporary 
journalists, you spare no pains in pub­ 
lishing far and wide the peculiar at- 
iractivcness of our city, and are con­ 
fessedly committed to the advocacy of 
every reform tending to render Los 
Angeles increasingly worthy of admi­ 
ration. Therefore, we need offer Jio 
apology for asking your insertion of 
the present remonstrance. 
The Board of Health still exists, 
nominally, but of what practical value 
is it in the absence of a Medical Health 
Officer, on whom personally devolves 
the duty of fulfilling its behests, as 
well as of initiating and carrying out 
measures for the sanitary interests of 
our city? 
It is surely not to be expected that 
t he gentlemen of that Board can per­ 
sonally undertake this work. Is it 
wise, then, to intermit the functions 
of an office like this in a city of so 
mixed a population as ours, and so 
liable at any moment to the influx by 
immigration of infectuous disease ? 
That the expense is disproportionate 
to the value of the work to be done, no 
thoughtful person will ’affirm. The 
salary appended to this office costs but 
little, when contrasted with the liberal 
allowance ($300 per month) formerly 
attached U) it, when a Health Officer 
was improvised for a temporary emer­ 
gency. 
These remarks aro not, of course, in­ 
tended especially to .compjijnent Dr. 
Wise, our late Health Officer, although 
it is but fair to acknowledge that that 
gentleman is, on all hands, allowed to 
have performed his duty with great 
fidelity and success. 
The present improved condition of 
our streets, baek-yards, etc.. eta,, bears 
ample testimony to ids zeal and im­ 
partially, rich and poor alike having 
been constrained to “mend their 
ways,” and test the credibility of the 
axiom that “cleanliness is akin to god­ 
liness.” Why then discontinue go 
important a work? It cannot surely 
be urged that no other sanitary reform 
is needed. What justification c»n our 
City Fathers offer for for the continued, 
presence for example, of that most of­ 
fensive cesa-pool on First street east of 
Los Angeles street, or of that on Ala­ 
meda above Aliso street, near the ice 
house, or of that between High and 
Eternity streets whieii, for four months 
put of the twelve, is an intolerable 
nuisance? 
Hitherto oniy.fbvw carts, and for two 
days in the week, bayo boon allowed ! 
Let the (Jity Council now mako the 
appointment of Health Officer a per­ 
manent one, and let the Board of 
Health piafce one city cart all the time 
under his supervision, and such nuis­ 
ances as the above would speedily be 
abated: cleanliness awl consequently 
imaltli, and the fairer reputation of our 
fair city would bring with them an 
ample reward,

ing unity of idea) to re-consider and

The Official Report- 
We republish from the Express the 
official reports of the Engineers in 
charge of the work on the Wilming* 
ton breakwater. We do this not be­ 
cause there is anythfhg new in them, 
one having been made in July, and 
the other ijn October, nor yet for the 
reason that there is anything of much 
interest contained, all of any impor­ 
tance having long since'been public 
property, but the Express having cho­ 
sen to draw them forth from their 
musty bed, we reproduce them.that we 
may not be charged with concealing 
or ignoring any facts that may tend to 
throw any light upon the matter. 
Having assumed for the sake of the 
argument that the bar was remov ed, 
which by the way the reports do not 
showr to be the case, we asked the 
Express to inform us how that w’ould 
bring ship and rail together. The 
Express answers by hurling this vo­ 
luminous report back at us, and shout­ 
ing in grandiloquent rhetoric, some­ 
thing about jocund day waltzing 
around the mountain tops on the tip 
of his ear. 
,__ 
This is all very nice, but it will not 
bring any ships to the Wilmington 
wharf, and we must again mildly in­ 
sist that the Express should get down 
from its misty heights among the 
mountain tops, and answer a plain 
question. We are anxious to know 
how, after the bar is dredged away, 
ships wilP get to the wharf at Wil­ 
mington. The friends of the lighter­ 
age system do not pretend that there 
is sufficient water there now to permit 
any such feat being performed. They 
have outlined a magnificent plan 
by which a double row of wooden 
w'alls one hundred and fifty yards 
apart are to be built from the lower 
point of Rattlesnake Island to Wil­ 
mington. The channel between these 
walls is then to be dredged out, till a 
deep and straight channel is secured. 
This in itself is a confession that ship 
and rail are not brought together 
when the bar is dredged or cut away; 
Now we want to know' what prospect 
there is of funds being secured for the 
immediate execution of this work. 
We ask the Express, or any other 
man, to enlighten us. In the mean­ 
time, let us have the present road, or 
some other one, extended to deep 
water. Los Angeles demands it. The 
rich valley of San Bernardino, with its 
varied products and increasing com­ 
merce, demands it.’ Inyo County asks 
that its bullion shall not be taxed to 
sustain a monopoly, and calls for free 
access to the sea. The whole country 
with one common voice demands that 
this miserable monopoly shall get out 
of the way, and cease to levy its tax 
of $100,000 per annum upon the trade 
of Southern California. 


A Handsoma Compliment. 
We reprint from the San Bernardi­ 
no Guardian a commendatory notice 
of the H erald, not so much for the 
flattering encomiums bestowed upon 
this paper, as for the just and accu­ 
rate estimate of the mission of a 
newspaper: 
The Los Angeles' H erald rises 
above the miserable local jealousy, 
characteristic of the Express and Star. 
Its conductors have a true conception 
of what an enlightened newspaper 
ought to be. If the Herald does “ not 
reflect the elegant varied life of Los 
Angeles," it certainly has too much 
self respect to reflect the narrow and 
illiberal view's of the Los Angeles 
shopkeepers towards Ban Bernardino, 
or even Ban Diego. It recognizes fully 
that the modern mission of the Press, 
is not merely to reflect public opinion, 
but also to mould, ana if necessary, 
reform It. The Herald evinces no am­ 
bition to be merely a local organ; it 
takes at least, a provincial, and in the 
main, an impartial view of all ques­ 
tions, or projects affecting the interests 
of Southern C alifornia as a whole. It 
will not belittle the advantages and 
resources of the adjoining counties, to 
please the selfish, and short-sighted 
political economists, who know no 
way to bulid themselves up, but by 
keeping their neighbors down. It 
does not publish nauseating nonsense 
ad infinitum, concerning the superior­ 
ity of the Wilmington slough, over the 
San Diego Bay. It is aware of the self- 
evident fact that Los Angeles can only 
advance in the path of progress, pros­ 
perity and development pari passu 
with the other counties of Southern 
California; not merely alone, to their 
exclusion. It is fearless, liberal and 
impartial in its criticisms, whether of 
Los Angeles, or the adjoining counties. 
It is bard to see how such a just and 
courageous journal flourishes in a com­ 
munity, where the illiberal Express is 
tolerated, or the pandering Btar is 
read. 
Tha Episcopal Church. 
At a meeting of the Vestry of St. 
Athanasius Church on Monday even­ 
ing it was resolved to repair their 
church building at once, and if possi­ 
ble resume services next Sunday. We 
are glad to see that such a step has 
been taken, and think it will meet 
with the decided approbation of all 
cbnrch-going people; and as a move 
towards building a new church—the 
one best calculated to receive support— 
and create enthusiasm. The ophiion 
of competent engineers has been ob­ 
tained that the repairs contemplated 
will render the edifice entirely safe. 
This action of the Vestry is preliml- 
n ary to increased exertion to attain 
the object of the congregation and the 
purchase of a new lot, and )he erection 
of a building that will be an ornament 
to tqe city and a source of gratification 
to all Christian people.

Officer in charge, Major G. H. Men- 
dell, Corps of Engineers, having un­ 
der his immediate orders Lieutenant 
C. B. hi ears, Corps of Engineers. 
The timber construction, in progress 
at the date of the last annual report, 
was completed in November. Twen­ 
ty-seven hundred feet of the first and 
1,000 feet of the second construction 
were built. The first section was em­ 
banked with clay, sand and gravel al­ 
most its entire length to the height of 
mean low water or above. 
In July the high course of tide un­ 
dermined and carried away 360 feet of 
the work. The gaps thus made were 
left open until the timber work was 
completed. 
Afterward they were 
closed, using stone and timber. * * 
The water on the bar has been deep­ 
ened one foot. The deep water lias 
been advanced about 250 feet seaward. 
When the current ceases to dredge, 
artificial means will be used to exca­ 
vate a channel, which is intended to 
be 200 feet wide and 10 feet deep. 
It is believed that the funds now 
available will be sufficient for this pur­ 
pose, as well as to complete the other 
parts of the work.

General:— I have the honor to sub­ 
mit a report of operations on the break­ 
water at Wilmington, California, for 
the year endiug June 30, 1873. 
This work is intended to improve 
the estuary at Wilmington, in the bay 
of Sau Pedro, by connecting Rattle­ 
snake and Deadman’s islands in a 
manner to compel the tidal currents 
to follow a defined channel. 
The distance between these islands, 
which is the length of the work, is 
6.700 feet, along 4,700 feet of which the 
construction is of timber, and on the 
remaining 2,000 feet it is of stone. 
Commencing at Rattlesnake Island, 
for a distance of 3,700 feet the work 
consists of a line of double-sheeting 
piles, substantially braced, driven as 
tar as practicable in the sand, and ris­ 
ing about a foot above high water. 
For the next 1,000 feet the work con­ 
sists of two parallel row9 of 12 inch 
piles 10 feet apart, the piles in each 
row being in juxtaposition, and all 
substantially braced. For a part of 
this length the work is filled with 
brush and stone, but the greater part 
has no filling. The last section, next 
Deadman’s island, 2,000 feet in length, 
is a training wall of stone, rising to 
half tide, 10 feet wide on top, with an 
exterior slope of J and an interior slope 
of j. * * * 
These diflculties culminated in what 
appeared to be a serious disaster. Du­ 
ring a high course of spring tides in 
July, three portions of the work close 
together, and in all 360 feet, with 120 
feet of wings or jetties, were carried 
away, and the tiüal currents resumed 
their original routes across the line of 
the work. 
It soon appeared that the disaster 
was a blessing in disguise. No effort 
was made to close the breaks, and no 
further difficulty, as far as scour was 
concerned, was encountered. 
The 
three tidal rivers as they might be 
called, for they excavate channels 25 
feet in depth, were an outlet or vent 
for these troublesome forces. After 
all was done, it became evident that 
it would have been a wiser course to 
have provided this escape in the be­ 
ginning. 
The work now advanced free from 
similar difficulties. The main trouble 
now was in securing the requisite pen- 
trationfor the piies. In some cases 
350 blows from a 2,400 ponnd hammer 
were required to produce a penetration 
of 17 feet. 
The pipe-work was finished in Octo­ 
ber, and by the end of November the 
carpentry work was completed. This 
for 4,700 feet. 
The gaps, however, remained open, 
except that, as opportunity offered, 
stone was thrown in. As soon as the 
timber work was completed, the work 
of filling the breaks was prosecuted. 
They were filled with stone to a level 
about 4 feet below low water. The 
stone was levelled, and upon it were 
placed cribs 6 feet deep, which were 
also loaded with stone. On these cribs 
a superstructure similar to that-of the 
rest of the work was placed. It was 
January before these breaks were 
closed. As the closure was gradual 
and slow, there was abundant oppor­ 
tunity and time for the tidal forces and 
channels to be accommodated to the 
new conditions, and a new direction 
was successfully given to these cur­ 
rents, without impairing the work 
constructed. Two of these breaks were 
fitted with tide-gates, open on the 
flood, but closed on the ebb. The ebb 
current is thus materially reinforced, 
and its scouring power increased. * * 
It became necessary to embank the 
timber work, and for months back this 
has been in progress. The first section, 
3.700 feet in length, is nearly com­ 
pleted. The embankment is protected 
by jetties of stone or cribs placed at 
right angles to the work. The materi­ 
als used for the embankment are clay, 
sand, gravel, and beach shingle. * * 
Of this training-wall, 2,000 feet in 
length, 600 feet are finished; for anoth­ 
er distance of 600 feet is two-thirds fin­ 
ished; for the remaining 800 feet it 
is half finished. It is expected that 
the whole will be completed during the 
autumn. 
As the work progresses noticeable 
changes took place in the channel. No 
perceptible deepening of the water in 
the shoalest part of the entrance re­ 
sulted until the line of stone-work was 
extended to Deadman’s Island. The 
channel liad been widened, however. 
The horizontal curves have since been 
advanced inside the bar. The 9-foot 
curve has been moved forward ubout 
25o feet, and the 15-foot curve has 
changed to about the same extent. In 
the last course of spring tides, the water 
on the bar has been deepened about 
one foot. 
It is proposed to make a channel 200 
feet wide and 10 feet deep at low water. 
According to the survey made by 
Lieutenant Sears, during laBt summer, 
it will be necessary to move about 
104,600 cubic yards to attain this re­ 
sult. The ebb-current is now moving 
a part of this amount. As soon as this 
action ceases, it is proposed to resort 
to artificial means to remove the in.- 
durated sand and bowlders. It is im­ 
possible to be exact in an estimate of 
what it will be necessary to do by ar­ 
tificial means until we know what to 
expect of the current. 
It has been assumed that the loose 
sand would be carried out by the cur­ 
rent. If this expectation be realized; 
there will remain to be moved arti­ 
ficially about 60,000 cubic yards of in­ 
durated sand, with spots of bowlders 
of small size. 
The work which remains to be done 
is the completion of the training-wall, 


the embanking of the second section, 
perhaps the filling of a portion of it, 
and the excavation of the channel. 
No appropriation is now asked for 
the next fiscal year. It is now believed 
that the balance 'on hand will he suffi-. 
cient to complete the work. If there 
shell be reason to change this opinion, 
before action takes place in Congress 
on the appropriation bill, an additional 
report will be made. 
The details of work accomplished 
during the year are submitted in the 
appendix hereto, being a report of 
Lieutenant Bears.

Captain Stanley has a beautiful 
tract of land just beyond the city lim­ 
its, and about three miles from the 
Court Honse, which he will sell very 
cheap.

His first effort culminated in a violent 
collission with the lamp-post in front 
of Polaski <fe Goodwin’s; the second, 
in a half promenude around the flag 
pole near by; and the third, in a semi­ 
circle, melo-dramatic meander toward 
the gutter of Ducominon’s corner, into 
which, after a few preliminary move­ 
ments, he Anally settled, wondering, 
doubtless, at tne stupidity of the 
founders of our city in laying out such 
a narrow street. 


Chamber of Commerce. 
To the Hon. Members of Congress from 
the State of California: 
The Los Angeles Chamber of Com­ 
merce begs leave to call yourattention 
to the following facts relating to the 
port of San Pedro and the Wilmington 
Breakwater in Los Angeles county, 
Cal.Up to the present time Congress has 
appropriated for the construction of 
tne Breakwater $425,000 currency. Of 
this amount about $250,000 have been 
expended in constructing a break­ 
water 6,700 feet in length, and of such 
great strength that the severest storms 
have not been able to do the least in­ 
jury.The work is a perfect success as to 
durability and protection against sand 
tilling the approach to the inner 
harbor. 
Before the completion of the work 
there were only 2$ feet of water on the 
bar at low tide, the bar being about 
2,000 feet wide. The work lias been 
completed about four months and the 
action of the tide lias deepened the 
water on the bar an average of 2 feet, 
giving 4J feet at extreme low tide. 
Some 2,000,000 cubic yards of sand 
having been removed from the bar 
and channel. The tide has also car­ 
ried away a large part of the inner 
edge of the bar, thus cutting into the 
bar a channel over 13 feet deep at low 
tide, where formerly there were not 
over 3 feet of water. 
The channel across the bar is now 
being narrowed by wnrif so as to con­ 
fine the outflowing tide to a narrow 
stream. This, with some dredging, 
which will soon be done, will clear out 
a channel from 13 to 18 feet deep at 
low tide, where formerly were only 
2£ feet of water. 
Competent engineers are of the opin­ 
ion that by constructing two parallel 
rows of pile work about 450 feet apart 
on each side of the inner channel, with 
proper tide gates, so that the inflow­ 
ing tide will opeu such gates aiid thus 
till the entire tide area of the bay, and' 
the pressure of the outflowing tide 
will close such tide gates, thus caus­ 
ing the entire tide to enter the 
upper end of said channel, be­ 
tween the piles and thus flow 
out, there would be cut out and kept 
clean a channel 450 feet wide by 20 feet 
deep, that being the size of a channel 
necessary to convey in and out the 
tide. The cost will be about $300,000. 
With this amount there can be made 
a channel about four miles in length 
by 20 feet deep and 450 feet wide at low 
tide. This will bring shipping up to 
the main land and will save to the 
people of that part of the State a light­ 
erage tax of $1 50 per ton on freight, 
which lighterage tax amounts annual­ 
ly to about $160,000. 
To competently determine the feasi­ 
bility of this latter plan of construct­ 
ing a channel to the main land, it is 
necessary to have a hydrographic sur­ 
vey of the inner bay of San Fedro or 
Wilmington Harbor. This survey can 
be made and a full report given at a 
cost of about $2,000 currency. 
The people of this community would 
willingly meet the expense of such a 
survey, but unless the survey was 
made under the orders of the Govern­ 
ment and by Government Engineers, 


it would be of no value in presenting 
any plan of development to the con­ 
sideration of the government officers. 
The total number of tons of exports 
and imports at said port of San Pedro, 
is over 100,(KM) annually, the arrivnl 
and departure of passengers is about 
10,000 for the period, over 7,000,000 feet 
of lumber is received. Nearly the en­ 
tire freight for the counties of Los An­ 
geles, Ban Bernardino, Inyo, the 
Southwestern part of the State of Ne­ 
vada and the north part of Arizona is 
imported and exported from this port. 
There is annually about $200,000 coin 
paid out by the consumer and the la­ 
boring people of the aforesaid region 
of country for lighterage, all of wfiich 
can be obviated by the proposed work. 
The Chamber of Commerce further 
represent that over two-thirds of all 
the exports and imports south of 
Monterey are received at this port. 
The other one-tldrd is divided between 
San Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, Hu- 
eneine and San Diego. 
Therefore, the Los Angeles Cham­ 
ber of Commerce in behalf of the com­ 
mercial and producing interests of the 
seetion of country named, respectfully 
ask that the Hon. Senators Sargent 
and Hagar, and the Hon. Samuel O. 
Houghton, Hon. Chas. Clayton, Hon. 
J. K. Luttrell, and Hon. F. C. Page, 
members of Congress of this State, 
will on behalf of oui interests see that 
such legislation is had. First, that 
the unexpired portion of the appro­ 
priation heretofore made to the Wil­ 
mington breakwater, be continued for 
dredging out the bar uml for such other 
work as will best secure the early com­ 
pletion of a good channel to deep water 
across the bar. 
Second, That out of iho above un­ 
expended appropriation the officers in 
charge of the work on said breakwater 
be authorized to make a complete hy­ 
drographic survey and map of the 
inner bay of Ban Pedro or Wilming­ 
ton Harbor and to report what work, 
if any, and the cost, is neceseary to 
secure a channel 450 feet wide by 20 
feet deep at low tide up to the present 
wharf at Wilmington, 
Third, That said port be made a port 
of entry and delivery with a custom 
house established at Wilmington, Los 
Angeles county, California, under the 
name of Port of Wilmington. 
Believing that the matters herein 
represented are of importance to the 
prosperity of a large area of country, 
we respectfully ask your attention to 
the matter.

Late Telegrams. 


W A S HINGTON. 
W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 29. 
A New York company, which has 
been recently granted a State charter, 
under which a direct line of ruilroad 
has been located from New York to 
the city of Omaha, has requested the 
House Committee on Railroads, to re­ 
commend a Iiill granting them a na­ 
tional charter over the same line of 
road which ruus through Illinois on 
the charter of the Muscatine, Kawau- 
nee and Great Eastern Company, and 
ask a subsidy of $22,000 per mile, in 
the shape of a guaranty of bonds and 
the importation free of duty of all iron 
and steel neoessary for its construc­ 
tion. The committee will not report in 
favor of subsidies. 
Under the new system, the Post­ 
master General in selecting steamers 
to carry the European mails, has de­ 
signated twenty-four steamers belong­ 
ing to different lines to transport 
mails. During the month of January, 
this will give twenty mails every Sat­ 
urday. 


E A S T ER N . 
N e w Y o r k , Dec. 29. 
At a meeting of the creditors of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad Co. held 
in this city to-day, at which a large 
representation was present, it was 
unanimously resolved to accept the 
proposition of the coihpany to fund 
the floating debt with income bonds. 
The trial of ex-Senator William M. 
Graham, late President of the Wall 
Street National Bank, charged with 
embezzling $400,000 of the funds of the 
bank, was commenced this afternoon 
in the United States Court, before 
Judge Benedict. A jury was obtained, 
and the Court adjourned until to-mor­ 
row. 
The United States steamer Ossippee 
has arrived in port without the Vir- 
ginius. It is rumored that the latter 
sunk on its passage. The Tribune says 
nothing can be learned concerning 
the Virginius. It is almost improb­ 
able that she can have been left in the 
outer bay, since the tide is in every 
respect most favorable to towing her 
into port. It seems to bo the general 
impression that the Virginius was 
either cast adrift or accidentally be­ 
came separated from the Ossippee, 
during the terrible storm of the 28th 
instant. All recent reports have rep­ 
resented her as being in a leaky and 
generally disabled condition.

Probable Wreck of the Virginio*- 
WILLMI n g to n, Dec. 29. 
Dr. Wilbanks, of the steamer Tona- 
wanda, which arrived here on Sunday 
from Philadelphia, reports passing a 
sunken vessel nine miles south of 
the main bar with only her topmasts 
or topgallantmast out of water. The 
steam tug Brandt subsequently visit­ 
ed the spot, her officers concurring in 
the opinion that the sunken vessel was 
undoubtedly a square-rigged steam­ 
ship. A pork barrel was floating above 
the wreck attached to it by a twelve 
inch hawser, the hawser having been 
evidently used for towing purposes. 
Pilots at the mouth of the river state 
that on Friday last they observed, 
near the spot where the vessel lies, a 
large steamer in tow of a full-rigged 
ship, but could not tell whether the 
latter was a steamer or not. The above 
facts taken in connection with tele­ 
grams announcing that the steam­ 
er Georgia, which arrived at New York 
from Charleston, spoke the Virginius 
in tow off Cape Romain, on the 24th 
inst., at 2 o’clock p. m., renders it tol­ 
erably certain that the sunken ship is 
the world renowned Cuban flllibuster- 
ing vessel. It is probable that the 
Virginius being already in a leaky 
condition, was so much damaged by 
gales about Christmas times that an 
attempt was made to bring her near 
enough to this bar if possible, to get 
there before she sunk. Her crew were 
taken off by the man of way having 
her in charge, which then proceeded 
on its voyage. The sunken ship lie9 
in about eight fathoms of water with 
bold head-light bearing north, half 
east, nine or ten miles distant. A pi­ 
lot from Smitliville visited the spot on 
Sunday evening, and the men who 
were on her fully agree in opinion 
that it is a steamsnip. Only a few feet 
of the mainmast is visible above the 
water, and there are numerous spars 
floating around her, which are proba­ 
bly still attached to the vessel by 
means of the rigging. It is thought 
that when shfc was abandoned a pork 
barrel was placed as a buoy to mark 
the spot where she went down. The 
ship-is of course a total loss. 
A Postal Change. 
N e w Y o r k , Dec. 30. 
By an order received yesterday from 
the Postmaster-General’s Department 
at Washington, a mail from New Zea­ 
land, China and Japan will be depatch­ 
ed daily from the New York postoffice, 
thus constituting San Francisco a dis­ 
tributing point of one via this city. 
The postage on letters to New Zealand 
is twelve cents per arrangement of the 
Postal Convention. 
Heavy Fire. . 
Early this morning a fire broke out 
in a flve-story building, No. 60 Greene 
street, and before the flames were ex­ 
tinguished damage to the amount of 
nearly $200,000 were sustained. Ho­ 
mer & Bros., dealers in caps and furs, 
lose $100,000; Thos. J. Cook & tío. and 
R. J. Wood, commission house, $10,- 
000each; Sylvester, Brush <& Co. deal­ 
ers in furs, $50,000. The building was 
valued at $10,000. ‘ 
The Caban Survivor* of the Virginia*. 
After landing the last one of the sur­ 
vivors of the passengers and crew of 


the Virginius they marched in regular 
line to Fulton Ferry, taking a boat 
there to New York, and thence pro­ 
ceeded to a Cuban restaurant, where 
they were hospitably entertained. 
They were clad in the uniform of the 
United States. They marched briskly 
through the streets, showing no signs 
of suffering. When transferred to the 
tug boat from the steamer Juniata, 
which carried them to this port from 
«Santiago, they gave rousing cheers 
for their several benefactors, leading 
off with three for the commander of 
the British steamer Niobe, to whom 
they feel indebted for preserving their 
lives. 


Pacific Coast Telegrams.
